DIVIDEND GUARANTEE. 


Says Government Supervision 
Would Be Similar to Re- 
gional Reserve Bank 
System.

Toads, in which the reads would be 
srouped after the manner of regiona! re- 
serve banka, with one or more representa- 
tives of the government on each board of 
directors and backed by ea federal guaran- 
tee, wae advocated yesterday by B. P. 
Ripley, president of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe radiroad. 
Mr. Ripley’s proposal is revolutionary in 
conception. Coming from a man who for 
nineteen years has been the conservative 
president of a conservative railroad, al- 
ways the enemy of regulation, the propo- 
sition startled the transportation world. 
Mr. Ripley declared he did not know 
whether or not the members of his own 
board of directors would approve of his 
views. 


Too Many Trains. 

“The present system of regulation is 
failing,” explained President Ripley. 
“Some method of economy must be 
worked out. Every night five magnificent 
trains leave Chicago at practically the 
same time for Kansas City. Bach carries 
every modern device of comfort. Pos- 
sibly one of these trains—two certa!nly— 
could care for the business. 

“ Six trains leave Chicago for Omaha 
nightly, and five for St. Paul. 
trains could do the business much cheaper 
and much better. 

“Under the present system of regula- 
tion the greatest injustices have been done 
the stable and efficiently managed roads. 
Certain Prim coeatagsr e e 
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of the Sountry. 
Something Will Happen. 

To me it seems perfectly clear that this 
system, under which private individuals 
are expected to furnish the cash, while a 
group of lawyers at Washington provide 
a management of their own theories, can- 
not possibly continue. Something cer- 


jtainly will happen, and that very soon. 


Is there no relief save in government own- 
ership, with its waste, inefficiency, and 
disastrous politics? 

“Suppose all the unnecessary train 
service, now forced by railroad competi- 
tion, all ticket and freight solicitors and 
their offices, and all the unnecessary du- 
plications, were eliminated? Think of the 
saving. 

„ Suppose the railroads were allowed te 
cobperate? Suppose railway groups were 
established, somewhat after the manner 
of the regional reserve banks? Each 
group of railroads could be governed by a 
board of directors in which the govern- 
ment could be fully represented. 


Guarantee Net Earnings. 

“The government should say to each 
of the lines serving certain territory, We 
will guarantee that your net earnings for 
the next five years shall not be less than 
the average for the last five and you also 
shall be guaranteed 6 per cent on any ad- 
ditions and betterments which, with our 
consent, may be made on the property. 
In return we demand one or more seats 
on your board and the power of absolute 
veto upon any act or proposed act which 
we may consider disastrous to the com- 
munity or otherwise improper.’ 

„Would not the net earnings of all the 
railroads be at once improved and the 
guaranty of the governmentiat once ren- 
dered safe? Immediate restoration of 
confidence would result. This system 
would give us all the admitted benefits of 
common control—all the economies tnei- 
dent to common ownership and, at the 
same time, protect the rights of the pub- 
lic. It would do away with the enormous 
wastes of the competitive system and 
permit business to follow the line of least 
resistance. 

Must Choose Soon.

FRENCH BOAT 
HiT BY MINE; 


Peasants on a Channel 
Steamer in Panic, but 
Only 20 Drown. 


RESCUE SHIPS NEAR 


{By Cable te The Chicago Tribune. ! 
DOVER, via London, Oct. The 
French steamer Amiral Ganteaume was 
Gisabled today by a mine just outside of 
Boulogne harbor. 

- Twenty-five hundred passengers were 
transferred safely to the channel steamer 
Queen. Between twenty and thirty women 


and children were drowned during the 


panic that followed the blast. 


Ship Load of Peasants. 
Most of the passengers were peasants 
from Pas de Calais, who had been taken 
aboard at Calais to be transferred to Bou- 
logne. 
When the steamer Queen left the scene 
of the accident, the Amiral Ganteaume 
was still afloat and Briten destroyers 
were standing by. 
It is believed that the steamer struck 
one of the mines laid early in the war and 
the pilot had lost track of the submerged 
explosive. 


Luck Factor in Rescue. 
Luck played an important part in the 
rescue of the passengers. When the big 
ship rose under pressure of the explosion, 
the Queem two British torpedo boats, 
and a fishing emack near by steamed at 
full speed to the disabled vessel. 
Panic among a part of the passengers 
handicapped the rescuers, A large num- 
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vessels for help. 

A number of them, desperate with fear, 
could not be restrained from jumping 
overboard even before the rescuing ves- 
sels could get sufficiently near to pick 
them up. In this way twenty to thirty 
persons were lost, as the sea was too 
rough to launch boats. 


Commander Shows Bravery. 

The remainder were saved by the 
Queen, the coolness and good seaman- 
ship of her commander, Capt. Carry. 
being the means of averting terrible loss 
of life. 

The rescuing boat was maneuvered to 
the side of the sinking vessel, and held 
there, sometimes grinding against the 
sides, sometimes falling many feet away. 

But all the time the passengers and 
crew of the Queen worked hard, seizing 
frightened women as they jumped, catch- 
ing children tossed to them by agonized 
mothers, and hauling men aboard in 
whatever way they could grasp them. 


Russ Mine Sweeper Sunk. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LIBAU, Oct. 26.—The Russian steam- 
ship Worms, while engaged in mine 
sweeping yesterday, struck a mine fifteen 
miles from Libau and sank. All of the 
crew except one was saved. 


GERMAN IRON CROSS FOR 
DAREDEVIL OF THE AIR. 


Zeppelin Artificer Saws Off«Propel- 
ler, Broken by Shell, While 6,000 
Feet Up—Also Repairs Hull. 


BERLIN, Oct. 26.—Artificer Luickhardt 
of a Zeppelin airship crew has been 
decorated with the iron cross, first class. 

While the Zeppelin was dropping bombs 
on Antwerp recently it was detected by 
a searchlight in the town and a battery 
showered shells around it One of the 
shelis shattered the framework of 6 
propeller, the damage threatening to en- 
tirely disable the airship. 

Luickhardt, when he realized this dan- 
ger, volunteered to saw off the propelier, 
which task he accomplished in half an 
hour while clinging to the shattered 
framework 6,000 feet above the guns of 
the fortress. 

Later when the dirigible got under way 
and was speeding at the rate of forty 
miles an hour Luickhardt repaired a long 
rent made in its hull by a hell.

All the efforts of the allied armies and 

the Germans are centered along the 
North sea coast between Nieuport and 
Dixmude, where the battle has been in 
progress for several days.

AUSTRIAN HEIR: 
“FOUND GUILTY OF TREASON. 


Assassin of Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand and 22 Accomplices to Be 
Sentenced Tomorrow. 

LONDON, Oct. 27, 1:40 4. m.—A dispatch 

to the Exchange Telegraph company from 
Rome gives the following received from 
Sarayevo, Bosnia, under date of Monday: 
“Gavrio Prinzip, the assassin, and 
Grabez, a student; Nedeljo Gabrinovics, 
and twenty-one of Prinzip’s accomplices 
were found guilty of treason today for the 
killing of Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
and his wife. 
* the court pronounced the verdict 
there could be distinctly heard the rumble 
of the artillery of the Servians who had 
fought desperately to capture the city 
and liberate the prisoners, all of whom 
are Slavs. 

“The court will pronounce sentence 
Wednesday.” 

Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir ap- 
parent to the Austro-Hungarian throne, 
and his wife were shot todeath by Prinzip 
while on a visit to Sarajevo June last. 

The assassination brought on the world 
war now being waged in Europe. 


PRINCE OF MONACO ANGRY 
WHEN GERMANS WANT CASH. 


Little Village Near His Chateau 
Must Pay $100,000 or Be De- 
stroyed at Once. 

[BY CABLE TO THS CHICAGO TRIBUN®D. } 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—The Prince of Monaco 
is angry with Gen. von Buelow, one of the 
German commanders. The general has 
been for many weeks at the prince’s cha- 
teau at Marchals, near Reims. The gen- 
eral imposed the heavy war tax of $100,000 
on the village of Sissonne, near the cha- 
teau, saying that the village had commit- 
ted some wrong. 

The village was unable to pay more 
than a quarter of this sum. Gen. von 
Buelow threatened twice to destroy the 
chateau ané the village on Nov. 14 unless 
the prince paid the amount demanded. 

The prince refused the demand, saying 
that as he was a sovereign himself he 
would treat of the matter with the kaiser. 
However, he said he was willing to pay 
the den eee save Sapceeteanety. .

canal between Nieuport and Dizmude. 

The French statement makes the fur- 
ther claim that the violent attacks of 
the Germans in the district between La 
Bassee and the Somme river also have 
failed, but the German statement says 
that southwest of Ypres and west and 
southwest of Lille the army of the kaiser

The French have become more active 
in the east along the Alsetian border, and 
are said to be making preparations and 
securing advanced positions in view of 
possible attacks by the Germans with 
their big howitzers on the Belfort fort- 
ress. It now seems to be realized that 
no fortress has any chance of holding 
out when once these big German guns 
are brought into action against lit. 


Germans Guns, 

It is reported from Amsterdam that 
the Germans are bringing their 42 centi- 
meter guns to the coast to use against the 
allies’ warships, but the British sailors 
are credited with saying that their vessels 
can prevent these guns being put in po- 
sition, 

The British fleet which did such execu- 
tion in bombarding the German flank as 


they advanced along the coast seems to 4 


have withdrawn. The belief is expressed 
here that the fleet ‘will be able to render 
untenable German occupation of any part 
of the Beigian or French coasts. 

The opinion also is expressed here that 
the operations of the allied vessels in the 
North sea, off the Belgian coast, and in 
the vicinity of the Straits of Dover, may 
cause the German fleet to come out and 
give battle. 


Armies Cannot Move Rapidly. 


Yesterday's crossing of the Leer ap- 
parently had only a moral effect, as the 


Germans were confronted by solid lines 
of allied troops and were prevented from 
advancing without overwheiming efforts, 
further toward the channel ports. 1 

The character of the country prohibits 
a rapid movement, as the land is cut up

BELGIUM IN FACE 


Seven Million People in 
Need of Aid; Only 2 Weeks’ 
Food Supply on Hand. 


SOUP KITCHENS HELP, 


BRUSSELS, Oct. 26.—Nearly 7,000,000 
people in Beigium face famine unless they 
receive help from the outside at once. 

The American minister to Beigium, 
Brand Whitlock, says that less than two 
weeks’ supply of food remains in the 
cities, while conditions in the country 
districts are even worse. 

Though Germany has seized the food in 
some cities for its soldiers, it still dis- 
claims responsibility for feeding the Bel- 
gians. 

Bread for Only Two Weeks. 

Mr.. Whitlock says there is on hand 
peagants’ black bread for only two weeks, 
and the supply of that is short. 

One hundred soup kitchens are feeding 
over 100,000 of the needy in Brussels. 

Families formerly rich are discharging 
their servants because they are bankrupt. 
Noblemen may be seen slipping into the 
soup kitchens. 

The supplies of coffee, tea, flour, rye, 
and salt are practically exhausted. 


_Other Cities Hard Hit. 

Reports received by Minister WhitlocP 
from Louvain, Liege, and Namur say that 
the conditions in those cities are even 
worse than they are in Brussels. 

Louvain has only a four days’ supply 
of flour, while Idege has no flour at all. 

The peasants in many districts have 
been forced to exist on legumes, as the 
crop of beets and cabbages have been 
ruined.

LIEGE SAID AT, 


Bennett Tells How Concrete 
and Steel Fall Like Putty 
Before Big German Guns. 


BY JAMES O’DONNELL BENNETT. 
[War Correspondent of The Tribune.) 
MAUBEUGB, France, Oct. 10.—This 
war brings the end of the fortress. 
Liege said it. Maubeuge confirms it. 
Within the tremendous ring of steel and 
concrete that less than @ month ago gir- 
died Maubege, France had 48,000 s0i- 
diers, 400 cannon, and large quantities of 
munitions, including, to my personal 
knowledge, at least 60,000 dumdum bul- 
lets, for I have, seen and counted the 
thirty-two boxes containing these fright- 
ful missiles and have helped to open and 
photograph one of them. 
Two days finished this fortress of the 
first class, as it was called in books of 
reference published so recently as 1909. 
What Gen. Leman said at Liege the 
French repeated at Maubeuge. His words 
were: 
“It is finished. There is not a fortress 
in the world that can resist the 42 cen- 
timeter gun.“ 
Maj. Max Bayer, present commandant 
of Brussels, who led the troops into Liege, 
repeated to me Gen. Leman's words. 


Maubeuge Won in Two Days. 
One day of artillery and one day of in- 
fantry broke the Maubeuge ring. The 
work of those two days was the work of 
Titans dealing in avalanches. 
Today I spent half an hour studying the 
effec’ of one shot launched against Bous- 
sole, one of the premiere forts of Mau- 
beuge. It lies four miles to the northeast 
of the city proper, rising from a softly un- 
dulating tract of turnip fields. 

Five other forts on the east, south, west, 
and north, and extensive intermediate 
works complete—or were designed to com- 
plete—the tremendous girdle of this an- 
cient city of St. Aldegonda, whose re- 
puted veil and sandal are preserved in the 
principal churcl. of Maubeuge. 

The truth is that the girdle was never 
finished, and some of the forts exist only 
on paper. 


Heard Guns Across Belgium. 

This evening 1 was standing on the 
north parapet of Boussois. To my ears 
came the rumble of the German siege 
gune at Antwerp from all the way acros? 
the kingdom of Belgium, a distance of 
eighty miles. 
Before me was a vast pit measuring 
twenty-five feet_across and driven by a 
single shot through five feet of masonry, 
through forty feet of solid earth and 
through the metal roof of a passageway 
that leads along the north side of the 
fortress and opens on its inner court. 
One shot had done the work. 
Already it is known at Maubenge as 
“the great shot,” and as “the great 
shot it will be recorded in the annals of 
a town that counts 1,300 years of au- 
thentic history. Lightning might do such 
work as this shot did. 


Terrible Effect of One Shot. 
When the Austrian artillery, which be- 
gan firing at a distance of ten miles and 
worked up to six miles, hit a revolving 
steel turret at Boussois, the effect on the 
1% foot plates was like nothing so much 
as the effect produced on the inoffensive 
egg when a bored breakfaster negligently 
taps it with a spoon. 

The turret contained two guns and was 
eperated by electricity. It is a modern 
piece of work, though Boussois in many 
parts dates from 1886, which, as the his- 
tory of modern fortifying runs. makes 
those parts antiquated. 

But the steel tower proved as futile as 
a doll’s house. One section of its curving 
plates was torn away and dropped to the 
floor of the turret, ten feet below. It 
lay smoothly against the wall of this pit, 
as if it had been carefully lowered there 
by a derrick. Its weight can be estimated 
only in tons. 


Tons of Brick and Stone. 
At Des Sarts, parts of which are older 
than Boussois by three years, tons upon 
tons of brick and stone were moved en 
bloc. In the newer outworks thousands 
of tons of reinforced concrete protected 
by steel plates were shoved and shattered 
like children's toys. From the mass came 
the ghastly odor of decaying bodies. 
One shell which struck the older part 
of Des Sarts passed through two brick 
walls of a thickness of six feet and three 
feet, respectively, and then exploded. 
All of Des Sarts, save some subter- 
ranean corridors, is ripped to pieces. The

AMERICAN AMBULANCE MEN

Ten Members of Corps Carry Large 
Number of War Victims Out of 
Hospital Fired by Shell. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—Forty wounded sol- 
diers today were rescued from a burning 
hospital near the battle front in Bel- 
gium by ten members of the American 
hospital corps. | 

The wounded, members of the allied 
armies, were lying in a factory which 
had been transformed into a hospital. A 
shell struck the building and set it affre. 
The American ambulance men volun- 
teered to rescue the wounded, and suc- 
ceeded in saving all. The wounded men 
were removed to a hospital in the rear. 


DUKE’S EQUERRY DIES IN WAR 


Capt. T. K. R. Bulkely, Who Wed 
Duchess of Connaught’s Lady 
in Waiting, Killed at Front. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—News is received 
from Oswestry that Capt. T. H. Rivers 
Bulkely, equerry to the Duke of Con- 
naught, has been killed in action. A 
year ago last spring Capt. Bulkely mar- 
ried Miss Evelyn Pelly, lady in waiting to 
the Duchess of Connaught.

“On the evening of Oct. 24, north of

Break Down Austrian Resistance.

HELD FOR FOUR MURDERS; 
ACQUITTED ON ONE COUNT. 


Ray Pfauschmidt Found Not Guilty 
of Slaying Sister—Feaces Charges 
of Killing Three Others. 


Macomb, III., Oct. 26.—Ray Pfanschmidt 
was found not guilty of the murder of his 
sister, Blanche Pfanschmidt, by a jury 
in McDonough county Circuit court here 
today. The jury, which retired at 11:10 
Saturday morning, reported its verdict of 
acquittal at 10:20 a. m. today. 

Pfanschmidt is still held on the charge 
of murdering his father, mother, and Miss 
Emma Kaempen, State's Attorney Fred 
Wolfe says the defendant will be tried 
again. 

Ray Pfanschmidt was charged with 
killing the four persons who were found 
dead in the ruins of the Pfanschmidt 
home, eleven miles southeast of Quincy, 
on Sept. 29, 1912. 

The first trial of ‘Ray Pfanschmidt 
began in the Circuit court of Adams coun- 


ty March 18, 1913, Judge Guy Williams of 


Havana presiding. 

The jury on the first ballot unanimously 
voted Pfanschmidt guilty. At first eleven 
jurors favored the death penalty, one fa- 
vored life imprisonment. Finally all 
voted for the death penalty. Judge Wil- 
liams denied the motion for a new trial, 
and on July 8 sentenced Pfanschmidt to 
be executed Oct. 15. A writ of super- 
sedeas was granted and the case was 
taken to the. Supreme court of Illinois 
on a writ of error. 


"WARE OF FAKE REPORTER. 


E. W. Zanger, Who Poses as Special 
Society Newsgatherer, Is Not

Beware of E. W. Zanger, a young man 
who has been representing himself as a 
reporter for Tur TRIBUNE.

The same crisp chill that puts zest in 
the alr and makes the evening fireside 
comfortable for the fortunate means 
misery for the illy clad. underfed, and 
poorly housed unfortunates.

from others who marketed Farmers 


books. 
Complains of Bill. 

Glenn Farmer, since convicted, found 
Col. Bin with his airs and grace and 
admiration for the fair sex difficult to 
work with, for he wrote to his father: 

es, Bill has a bed habit of talking 
confidential business in front of his fe- 
male friends, and on several occasions I 
have spoken to him about it. But he sage 
he doesn’t. . . .

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AUTOS STOLEN 10 ORDER” | 


Hoyne Charges “‘Fences’’ and 
Thieves Are Organized. 


TWENTY TAKEN EACH DAY 


“Squeal Book” Said te Reveal Pro- 
tection by Police. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne yesterday re- 
vealed ene of his chief purposes in con- 
fiecating the “squeal bock and other 
secret records of the detective bureau. 
It was to get a direct line on what he 
terms the automobile stealing indus- 
try.” The records promise, it ia hinted, 
to involve the confidential men of at 
least three police district commandera, 

Heretofore it was generally ‘believed 
that from six to a dozen automobiles are 
stolen in Chicago each week. Through 
records mentioned and other sources Mr. 
Hoyne says he has gained information 
that warrants him in saying twenty 
cars are stolen here daily, and they are 
stolen to order.” 

He explained that the “ fence,” or deal- 
er in stolen automobiles, gives the thief 
an advance order on the style or capacity 
of the car wanted. The thief ots 
the car, and as soon as the owner is safely 
away, hops in and speeda up toa meeting 
place, perhaps half a mile away, agreed 
upon with the “ fence.” There the thief 
gets his price, usually $100, and the 
“fence” takes the car to a local garage 
or over the state line. 

The purpose in changing men at the 
wheel is twofold. Pursuers looking for 
"a tall, dark man with an automobile 
cap" may see « similar looking machine, 
but conclude that is not the stolen car, 
because the driver is a “short, fat man 
with a soft hat.” Again, it gives the 
fene the opportunity—if the police 
connive with him—of posing as an inno- 
cent purchaser.” 

In some instances stolen cars are G- 
mantied and reconstructed. It is the 
relue to hide the stolen car for a week or 
two. This worries the real owner and en- 
courages him te offer a reward to the po- 
lice. 

Then, if the “ fence” ts tn league with 
the police, a detective tells the loser he 
knows where the car is, but that the man 
in poesession bought ft as a “ wreck” 
and had to put on new tires, or new equip- 
ment (generally taken from some other 
stolen car) and that it will cost 5100 or 
$200 to get the machine back. Most al- 
ways the loser ia willing to pay the price.

‘ Net ald circulation of “The Chicage Tribune,” 
as reported under eath te the United States ger.

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When the war hurricane burst over Europe, 
eine abroad. suddenly became acutely con- 

n a diplomatic service. The 
American ambassador or minister loomed out of 
the vague background where, for most of us, he 
usually remains, the subject of humorous contempt. 
He ceased to be a mere concession to international 
formalities and became a reality, a rock and a 
refuge. 

In some cases there was disappointment. In 
others there was such service as sent many an 
American home with gratitude and a new concep- 
tion of what real diplomatic representation means. 
It is in every respect fortunate that one of these 
cases was Germany. There was perhaps more 
nearly panic among tourists in that country than 
in any other district involved. Americans felt 
more cut off from home. The great machinery of 
German war preparation was shutting down rigidly 
about them. The embarrassment of being mistaken 
for a Briton was more serious 

This situation the American ambassador, James 
W. Gerard, met with vigor and tact. An observer 
of our representatives said with approving irony 
that Mr. Gerard was one ambassador who seemed 
to remain pro-American. He held the respect of 
the German foreign office by his firmness, which 
avoided friction while insisting upon results. 

Ambassador Gerard is one of the candidates 
for the senate from his state, New York. He 
deserved well of the American people in his work 
in the war, and recognition of this upon the 
whole nation by one of the states thereof would be 
well received. 

THE LONESOME BOY. 
‘The boy who is taken out for a stroll by 1 
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whose home has been destroyed through separa- 
tion or Grorce. 

He urges the business men of the community 
to give such boys a chance more frequently, dis- 
regarding their untidy clothes and ungainly appear- 
ance for the time being.

PUBLIC POLICY AND THE RATE RAISE. 
It is difficult to believe that a member of the 
interstate commerce commission would put the 
question attributed in the reports to Commissioner 
Clements, when he asked President Willard if he 
thought the raflroads should be granted relief de 
nied other industries affected by war conditions. 
The question implies elther ignorance or bias, and 
it is not pleasant to ascribe either to a man in 
Judge Clements’ responsible position. 

It is obvious that the railroads would not be 
before Judge Clements and his colleagues except 
for the fact that they are in an entirely different 


Mr. Olifford Thorne, whose anti-rafiroad senti- 
ment somewhat weakens the credit we are dis 
posed to give argument, is confident that the rail- 
roads are fortified against present conditions by 
accumulated surplus or by the reduction of divi- 
dends. He concedes foundation for the railroad 
claim that a crisis exists. He therefore concedes 
a flat question of broad policy, and we believe it is 
one of the most critical ever presented to the com- 
mission. 

If this question of policy is determined against 
the raflroads and the railroad managers are cor- 
rect, the results will be serious not merely to the 
security holders of the railroads but to all business 
and all industry, including most emphatically the 
industry of agriculture. 

If the rafiroads are granted the rate increase, on 
the other hand, and Mr. Thorne is right, it may re- 
sult in a temporary injustice to some classes of 
shippers, or even a slight increase of burden to con- 
sumers. But it will be a temporary injustice, for 
it ean be corrected when ft is shown to be so, and 
when the present acute conditions have passed. 
And at worst the Increase of rates cannot bear as 
heavily upon the public as would the consequences 
predicted by financiers and raſlroad experts. 

This is a consideration which the common sense 
of the commission ought not to ‘ose sight ot. 
Certainly, in view of the strong current of business 
opinion in favor of the rate raise, a denial of the 
railroads’ application should not be hadarded ex- 
cept upon grounds of law and public policy clear 
beyond reasonable doubt. Also the decision, what+ 
ever it be, should be given as soon as mature con- 
eaten permits, 3

RINCD ALPHONSE DE GAR 
MAN-CHIMAY, who has written so 
bitter a letter to the London Times 
and to the other organs of the Eng- 
Meh press, describing the destruc- 
mon by the Germans of his beautiful 
chateau of Beauchamp, in the commune 
of Chimay, and the seizure of all his art 
treasures, silverware, archives, amd, in- 
deed, of everything of value, which had 
either been destroyed or carrted off as 
loot by the invaders, is a great-grandson 
of that Prince Francis Joseph of Chimay 
who married the infamous but fascinat- 
ing Mme. Tallien, perhaps the greatest 
beauty, and also the wickedest, of the 
days of the French reign of terror at the 
close of the eighteenth century. 
Indeed, she ig held responsible for so 
many of the terrible cruelties of that 
epoch that her name 10 to thie day an ob- 
ject of popular execration in France. 


—- 
The ch&teau of Beauchamp cannot be 
said to have been in any sense ancestral, 
nor were the treasures therein heirlooms. 
Both chateau and treasures were pur- 
chased, indeed, with the money of the 
first wife of Prince Alphonse, money 
which was im more senses than one of 
malodorous origin. 
The prince, as a young man atteched 
to the Beigian legation in Paris, and a 
former member of the Belgtan legis- 
lature, was head over ears in debt and 
confronted with ruin when, in 1874, he 
created a Puropean sensation by leading 
to the altar at Paris Mile. Gabrielle 
Lejeune, daughter of a multimillionaire, 
Michel Lejeune, who had amassed a 
colossal fortune by carting sewage in 
those big, lumbering tubular wagons 
which any one who has strolled late at 
night along the Paris boulevards will cer- 
tainly have seen and also smelled. They 
are supposed to be hermetically closed 
and are technically described as mo- 
dores,”” but are quite the contrary. 
Old Lejeune was bent on his daughter's 
making a great match, but nognember of 
the French nobility could be induced to 
wed her. Finally Prince Alphonse de 
Chimay of Belgium came forward as a 
suitor. 
Lejeune was intoxicated with delight 
at the prospect opened up to him, and a 
dowry of $2,000,000 wee promised and 
given. Moreover, a magnificent house 
vas purchased for the couple in the Rue 
Chaillot, just off the Champs Elyseées, and 
also the chateau of Beauchamp in Bel- 


The wedding took place amidst much 
aplendor. A remarkable feature of it 
was the absence of the bride’s mother, 
which, under the circumstances, was 
fortunate. She had been the washer- 
woman of old Lejeune and had not de- 
come his wife until the eve of her daugh- 
ter’e engagement.

The honeymoon had scarcely come to 
an emi before trouble began. The prin- 
cess neither knew how to control her 
anger when she felt irritated nor how to 
‘speak academic French.

Finding that notwithetanding her rank 
and her wealth the doorsof the Faubourg 
St. Germain and of her husband's rela- 
tives, both in France and in Belgium, re- 
mained tightly closed to her, she deter- 
mined to take her revenge both upon him 
and upom his kinsfolk who had dediined 
to receive her in their midst. 

Accordingly she selected her Engii#h 
butler, a man of the name of Jobson, as 
the most fitting person to supplant her 
husband in her affections. 

She made no secret of her sentiments 
and took every means possible to irre- 
trie vably compromige herself with him. 

Finally the scandal became so great 
that the prince was obliged, on pain of 
being repudiated by all decent pe „and 
of being expelled from his clubs in Paris 
and in Brussels, to sue for a divorcein the 
Belgium courts. 

The judges lost no time in severing the 
marital bonds between the princely 
couple, being consicerate enough, how- 
ever, to ordain that the respondent should 
pay adequate alimony to her noble ex- 
husband. 

The princess subsequently married the 
tall, stately, and dignified Mr. Jobson, 
with whom ehe lives in much splendor at 
Milan. He, however, no longer retains his 
plebeian name. His wife devoted the sum 
of $6,000 to the purchase of the title of 
Count Monte Rotondo for him from the 
republic ef San Marino, which only a 
short time ago, at the instance of the 
Italian government, abandoned its cus- 
tom and prerogative of selling titles of 
nobility.

Prince Alphonse, however, was not con- 
tent with the alimony. In 1898 he married 
another member of the Lejeune family, 
Mile. Mathéa Lejeune, with whom he re- 
celved another large fortune, derived 
from the same odoriferous source as that 
of his first wife. 

By his present consort he has two chil- 
dren, respectively 10 and 15 years of age, 
and who bear the title of Comte and 
Comtesse de Caraman.

Meets Importers and Exporters. 

He went to the importers of South Amer- 
ican articles and to the exporters of goods 
to Latin America with the proposal that 
the exchange be effected here. Mr. 
Straight found that in the same office 
buildings in New York were exporters and 
importers doing business in the same 
cities in South America. 

But there was a disposition among the 
dealers not to make the exchange here, 
basing their objections on the suggestion 
that too many competitors might learn 
of their business and business connec- 
tions. After a thorough investigation the 
scheme was abandoned as impracticable. 

The best plan Mr. Straight and hie a- 
sociates were able to arrive at was one 
which will require action by the federal 
reserve board to make it absolutely serv- 
iceable. That is a reciprocal credit re- 
lationship on a dollar basis. 


Branch Bank Urged. 

“The United States, by means of the 
federal reserve board, can arrange the 
question of credits through a branch 
bank,” Mr. Straight said. That will 
give the manufacturer in the United 
States assurance that the drafts he re- 
ceives from South American merobants 
are worth their face value. Through the 
medium of the dollar exchange plan out- 
lined by the Latin American trade com- 
mittee a few days ago I believe credit ar- 
rangements can be effected satisfactorily.

Ten Cents Saving to Public. 

The Ogden company, by virtue of an 
agreement with the Peoples, wae recog- 
nized as a legitimate ges. supplying 
agency with defined territory on the north 
side, and when the Peoples sold gas at 
$1 a thousand cubic feet the Ogden sold 
it at 90 cents. Citizens of Chicago for- 
tunate enough to be in the Ogden Gas 
company territory paid less for their gas 
than citizens in the Peoples company ter- 
ritory. 
This was in the twilight period foillow- 
ing corporation control of councils and 
preceding council control of corporations. 
The theory of natural monopoly, to be 
controlled had not been recognized, ex- 
cept by aandbaggers. But Mr. Sullivan 
ask, What damage did the Ogden com- 
pany ever do the city of Chicago? Was 
it a fraud? Did it or did it not sell gas? 
Did R or did it not reduce the price of 
gas? Yes, to both questions. The 
Ogden Gas company became an estab- 
lished company and & sold gas more 
cheaply than the Peoples company. 

What harm, then, was done the com- 
munity, Mr. Sullivan would like to know.

Ogden Company Powerful. 

The Ogden company was more power- 
ful politically than the Peoples company. 
The latter was rich, but that was all:

“Lights,” meaning gas and electricity, 
and cars.“ meaning street car systems, 
were profitable flelds for legislative ad- 
venture.

Cold to Continue. 
Prof. Cox, weather forecaster, said the 
cold spell will continue. It will be fair 
and cold today and tomorrow, with mod- 
erate north winds, becoming variable. 

When busy loopers trooped out to lunch 
at noon the sun was shining. ‘Tnere 
was a chilly breeze from the north, but 
altogether it was a typ. cal crisp October 
day—" good football weather,” When. 
the same loopers emerged from sundry 
cafeterias. arm chair retreats and lunch 
emporiums a half hour later they collided 
head on with m-dwinter. Driven by a 
northerly gale a real showstorm was 
sweeping over the city. 

According to the weather man it was 
the fringe of a real blizzard which gr! pped 
the lake region of Wisconsin, where the 
mercury dropped to 20 degrees. The ther- 
mometer here, however, ranged between 
88 and 44 during the storm, and the snow 
melted as fast as it struck the pavements. 
It began with a sleety rain and ended in 
the same manner. By 2 o'clock it had 
stopped and the sun came out again, 
but the driving wind from the north re- 
mal ned. 

Favorite First Snow Date. 

Oct. 26 seems to be a favorite date for 
the first snow. It arrived on the same 
day in 1910 and 1911. Last year it came 
six days eartier—on the 20th. The 
earliest arrivals were in 1905 and 1000. 
when it snowed on Oct. 11. weather 
bureau records from 1885 to 1914 show 
that the first snow visited Chicago in 
October on fourteen occasions and in No- 
vember sixteen times. The latest arrival 
was in 1902, when the feathery crystals 
did not frisk upon the city until Nov, 26.

MYRTLE REED'’S 
HUSBAND SUED 


His Removal as Trustee of 
Her Estate Sought by Par- 
ents of Dead Author. 


CLAIM MISMANAGEMENT 


The husband of Myrtle Reed, the au- 
thor, whose actions are sald to have been 
one of the causes of her suicide three 
years ago, wae brought into the limelight 
yesterday by a suit filed by the father and 
mother of the late writer. 

The parents asked the ousting of James 
Sydney McCullough, who waa Myrtle 
Reed s husband, as a trustee of her esiate 
and the appointment of a new trustee, 
The suit is directed against MoCullough, 
the Continental and Commercial Trust 
and Savings bank, Kate Quinn, the Feil- 
gren Construction company, the State 
Bank of Chicago, and various charitable 
organizations. 


Parents Provided For. 

It is eet out in the petition that Hiram 
v. Reed and Blizabeth A. Reed, father 
and mother of the late Myrtle Reed, were 
to receive $35 a week from the estate. 
They also were to have an apartment for 
their residence and the rent of another 
apartment to keep up the residence. 

They charge that McCullougé had little 
business experience when he took contro} 
of the property and has been trying to 
exciude his co-trustee, the Continental 
and Commercial Trust and Savings bank, 
from any part in the conduct of the bual- 
ness. 

The petitioners charge aleo that he 
wrongfully disposed of some of the prop- 
erty to Kate Quinn, receiving therefor 
a trust deed from the State Bank of Chi- 
cago and $6,000, which he kept for him- 
Self. 

Invests in Own Company. 

The parents charge also that he has 
Invested money belonging to the estate 
in the Fellgren Construction company, 
of which he is president and which 1s not 
considered a safe investment. He is be- 
hind in the weekly payments to the lega- 
tees also, the petition states. 

Mrs. Reed McCullough died Aug. 17, : 
1911. She was found dead in bed by her 
maid. An overdose of sleeping powders 
is said to have caused her death. She 
left a note at the time condemning her 
husband for hig treatment of her.

Suspended for Thirty Days.

McGann then ruspended him for thirty 
days and turned the case over to the merit 
board. Instead of holding a formal trial, 
the civil service commission determined 
to have Mr. Solon examined as to his 
mental and phyeical capacity. 

The commissicn named Dr. B. T. Olsen 
Dr. William J. White, and Dr, Young 
as an. examini.g board. 

Mr. Solon appeared before the board 
accompanied by his physician, Dr. John 
Mahoney. He was asked whether he had 
any objection to the examination. 

Calls Young Prejudiced. 

“Yes,” he said, “I have been told by 
newspaper men that Dr. Young is preju- 
diced against me.” 

The civil service commission has two 
courses open. One is to appoint a new 
examining board and the other is to dis- 
charge Mr. Solon on the basis of his re- 
fusal to undérgo the scrutiny of the doc- 
tors. 

Mr. Solon is said to have exhibited ec- 
centricities before he took his leave of 
absence. Associates in the street bureau 
found it hard to get along with him. 
He disputed Commissioner McGann'’s au- 
thority on two or three occasions.

As a result of the European trip, the fol- 
lowing recommendations are made: 

1, That the board of education request 
that the city council shall enact such 
ordinances as will provide for the use of 
wooden blocks or asphaltum for the pav- 
ing of streets adjacent to schools, and ex- 
tending for at least a distance of one block 
from the boundaries of school premises. 
Also that in the construction or repair of 
elevated railways provision ahall be made 
in the neighborhood of the schools for 
such solidarity of structure as will serve 
as a preventive of the excessive vibration 
to which disturbing noises are traceable. 

2. That measures be taken as soon as 
may be practicable for the establishing 
of a central school of commerce and tech- 
nology.

Mashed Turnip, French Style.—Prepare 
turnips in the same way as above, take 
from water and save latter for soup, 
Grain and mash, adding butter, a pinch of 
sugar, pepper, a tiny point of mustard, 
and finally two or three tablespoons of 
cream. The mustard wilt give the turnips 
a flavor something like that of apricots, 
a flavor of which the French are extreme- 
ly fond, but more than the tinmfeet bit will 
spoil the vegetable for some people. 

Hashed Turnips, English Fashion--Cut 
raw turnip into dice of comeiderable size, 
boll tn fresh or slightly salted water, te 
cover at first and then allowed to#oil en- 
tirely away. To the tender turnip add 
butter, salt, and pepper and serve. 
Turnip cooked in this way and dressed 
with enough butter is excellent cold and 
may be served on a lettuce leaf as salad. 

Turnips cooked whole, then sliced and 
baked with milk, bread crumbs, butter, 
etc.. Hke any scallop, are good if the 
turnips are fine.

Then repeat the ap- 
plication, taking care to rinse ten minutes 
after that the acid may not rot the 
threads. Two or three applications and 
sunning for several hours should e«fface 

the stains.

AVID F. HOUSTON, secretary of 
agriculture, who addressed the Na- 
tional Dairy Show association at 
the International amphitheater 
yesterday on “ What the Govern- 

ment Is Doing for the Farmer,” tried to- 
make it plain that something should be. 
done for the workers of the soil. 

He spoke of our strugsiing rural 
masses and the struggling women of 
the farm and outlined Uncle Sam's poll- 
ies for alleviating their condition, which 
in some instances he painted as pretty 
dark.

After this enumeration he summed up: 

“In short, we must see to it that the 
finer results and the higher things of 
civilization are not the peculiar possession 
of urban peoples—that they do not pass 
by or over our struggling rural masses. 
We must see to it that there is within 
reach of every country boy and girl an 
opportunity for a sound elementary and 
secondary school training, that the rural 
family be protected in its health against 
the ravages of insects and of disease; 
that the load be lifted in some measure 
from the struggling women of the farm, 
and that the wholesome social attractions 
of life be made more freely to abound. 

“Any expenditure of effort or money 
in this direction will not be a burden, but 
an investment, and with such protection 
the farmers of this nation need not fear 
the competition of the world and the na- 
tion need not fear for ite permanency.”

The secretary dwelt at length on the 
needs of the south. Present conditions 
in Dixie he said should teach the south- 
ern farmer the invaluable lesson that the 
one crop idea is a dangerouspne. While 
the southern farmer made more cotton
